nor's Budget  Advisory  Board  on  October  8.  The  College  asked 
for  an  operating  appropriation  of  $3,573,325  for  the  next  bien- 
nium.  Of  this  amount  $1,587,538  would  come  from  special 
funds,  mostly  student  fees,  and  $1,987,697  from  general  fund 
revenues  (tax  money).  This  represents  an  increase  of  $622,441 
over  the  appropriation  for  1952-54,  or  an  increase  of  41%  of  the 
general  fund  appropriation. 

Several  factors  make  the  figures  regarding  the  extent  of 
'  the  increase  above  current  operations  somewhat  mis- 
leading. For  example,  the  general  fund  appropriation  made  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  is  $44,306  over  the  appropriation  for  the 
first  year  of  the  current  biennium,  recognizing  a  continuing  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  operations. 

Special  fund  revenues  for  the  current  fiscal  year  are  $96,845 
in  excess  of  estimates  made  in  1951  and  incorporated  in  the 
budget.  Of  these  funds,  $47,523  was  made  available  for  current 
operations  by  an  increase  of  $50.00  in  tuition  rates  in  medicine 
and  dentistry.  The  remaining  $49,322  is  non-recurring  and  must 
be  obtained  each  year  of  the  coming  biennium  to  maintain  the 
present  level  of  operations,  before  considering  such  essentials  as 
merit  increases,  adjustment  to  the  new  salary  scales,  etc.

IIILIILI  UI1L,  ke  maje  by  Joubling  the  sum  of  the  current 
budget  for  a  two  year  total  of  $3,026,886  as  compared  with  the 
request  of  $3,573,235  for  the  coming  biennium.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  $546,349  over  current  operating  expenses,  or  an  in- 
crease of  18.05%  in  the  cost  of  operations  for  the  coming  bien- 
nium. 

The  large  increase  in  the  requested  general  fund  appropriation 
results,  of  course,  from  the  fact  that  special  fund  revenues  are 
limited.  Any  increase  above  the  amounts  shown  would  have 
to  come  from  student  fees,  which  are  already  approaching  a 
prohibitive  level.

is  found  that  faculty  salary  scales  for  basic  science  teachers  and 
teachers  in  the  Schools  of  Pharmacy  and  Nursing  have  been  ad- 
justed upward,  with  the  proviso  that  these  increases  cannot  be 
made  effective  until  funds  are  available.  These  increases,  amount- 
ing to  approximately  $53,000  annually,  are  divided  as  follows: 
Basic  Science  and  Medical  Teachers  ....  $28,600 

Pharmacy  Teachers   14,100 

Nursing  Teachers   10,700

The  budget  also  contains  funds  for  additional  faculty  mem- 
bers. For  clinical  teachers  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  this 
amounts  to  $46,000.  Twelve  new  positions  are  requested  to  be 
distributed  among  eight  departments.  The  salaries  are  estimated 
at  the  minimum  for  such  professional  positions. 

Also  $43,754  is  contained  in  the  estimates  for  a  number  of 
new  teachers  in  the  basic  science  departments.  To  obtain  compe- 
tent men,  relatively  high  salaries  have  to  be  paid  for  such  per- 
sonnel. It  is  necessary  to  secure  more  instructors  in  the  basic 
sciences  in  order  to  increase  student  enrollment. 

An  item  of  $37,000  is  included  for  the  School  of  Dentistry 
for  additional  instructors  for  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  and 
$12,000  for  two  additional  instructors  in  the  second  year  of  the 
biennium.  The  50%  increase  in  the  first  year  enrollment  in 
dentistry  which  is  anticipated  for  the  1955-56  session  is  depend- 
ent on  ability  to  secure  the  additional  funds  requested  in  the 
budget.  By  admitting  30  more  freshmen  a  year,  revenues  will  be 
increased  $15,000  which  offsets  a  substantial  portion  of  the  cost 
of  additional  instructors'  salaries. 

When  the  School  of  Dentistry  moves  out  of  the  McGuire  Hall 
Annex,  the  School  of  Pharmacy  will  also  be  able  to  increase  its 
enrollment.  This  will  require  only  one  additional  instructor  and 
the  additional  revenues  should  compensate  for  his  salary.

FAR  HPFRATIflN  01  the$n  .218,742  requested  for  the  op- 
lUH    UrCnHIIUIl    eration  of  the  MCV  Hospital  during  the 

next  biennium,  more  than  $8,370,000  would  come  from  special 
funds  made  up  largely  of  fees  paid  by  patients.  The  appropria- 
tion from  the  general  funds  is  necessary  only  because  the  expense 
of  caring  for  the  indigent  must  be  met. 

The  hospital  division  expects  to  continue  to  earn  nearly  four 
dollars  through  its  own  fees  for  every  one  dollar  appropriated 
by  the  General  Assembly.  This  is  true  despite  the  fact  that 
average  fees  per  patient  day  at  the  MCV  Hospital  at  $14.44  are 
lower  than  the  average  of  $15.23  of  the  hospitals  in  this  area 
participating  in  the  Blue  Cross  plan. 

The  increase  requested  in  the  hospital  division  budget  is  made 
necessary  by  increased  costs  and  by  an  increase  in  patient  days. 
For  the  first  year  of  the  new  biennium  patient  days,  which  are 
estimated  at  286,680,  will  exceed  those  of  the  past  fiscal  year, 
which  amounted  to  267,550,  by  approximately  19,130  days,  a 
6.67%  increase.  Since  approximately  one-half  of  this  increase 
occurs  in  non-pay  patient  areas,  a  greater  appropriation  from  the 
general  fund  is  required.  An  increase  of  $200,000  is  requested 
for  the  first  year  and  $294,292  for  the  second  year  of  the 
biennium.

For  the  College  Division  the  budget  request  amounts  to 
$3,720,800  for  additional  equipment,  land,  and  structures.  The 
hospital  division  requested  $3,797,454  for  additional  equipment 
and  structures. 

Alterations  to  McGuire  Hall,  Including  Equipment,  $1 68,000 

The  most  urgent  item  in  the  capital  outlay  budget  is  the 
$168,000  requested  for  alterations  and  equipment  for  McGuire 
Hall.  The  School  of  Dentistry  now  occupies  the  basement  and 
first  floor  of  this  building.  When  the  new  dental  building  is 
opened  this  fall,  the  School  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Basic  Sciences 
Department  will  occupy  all  of  McGuire  Hall. 

This  remodelling  is  absolutely  necessary  to  relieve  badly 
crowded  conditions  affecting  both  faculty  and  students  in  the 
School  of  Pharmacy.  The  alterations  will  provide  instructional 
space  for  new  work  to  be  offered  in  the  School  of  Nursing.  It 
will  also  then  be  possible  to  move  instruction  in  organic  chemis- 
try out  of  the  biochemistry  laboratories,  making  it  possible  to 
offer  instruction  in  biochemistry  to  a  larger  number  of  dental 
and  medical  students.  It  will  also  provide  a  moderate  amount 
of  space  for  research  and  graduate  instruction  in  pharmacy  and 
pharmaceutical  chemistry. 

When  this  remodelling  is  completed,  ten  additional  students 
will  be  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  Any  increase  in  the 
number  of  freshmen  students  in  medicine  and  dentistry  will  also 
be  dependent  on  these  alterations  in  McGuire  Hall. 

For  Addition  to  Randolph-Minor  Hall  $975,000 

It  is  proposed  to  add  four  floors  and  a  two-story  wing  to 
Randolph-Minor  Hall  to  permit  the  housing  of  120  more  nurses, 
making  a  total  of  180  housed  in  this  dormitory.  The  housing 
situation  for  nurses  is  critical  at  MCV.  Student  nurses  are  now 
occupying  the  second  floor  of  Memorial  Hospital.    Providing 


additional  living  quarters  for  nurses  will  increase  enrollment 
substantially,  helping  to  meet  the  State's  nursing  needs  and  will 
release  space  in  Memorial  Hospital  for  hospital  beds.

Construction  of  a  50-bed  surgical  unit  for  Negro  tuberculosis  patients  is 
under  way  as  a  joint  project  with  the  State  Health  Department,  which  has 
the  responsibility  for  tuberculosis  control  in  Virginia.  In  addition  to  the 
50  surgical  beds,  it  is  proposed  that  this  joint  facility  for  Negroes  will  pro- 
vide 200  tuberculosis  sanitorium  beds  as  well  as  200  beds  for  the  services  of 
medicine,  pediatrics  and  psychiatry. 

It  will  save  money  to  add  the  200  general  Saint  Philip  beds  and  the  200 
TB  beds  at  this  time  when  the  50  surgical  TB  beds  are  under  construction. 
It  will  also  meet  a  critical  situation  by  expanding  Saint  Philip  hospital, 
where  the  overcrowding  is  tragic  and  should  be  alleviated  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

The  $16,832,454  requested  in  the  MCV  budget  represents  the  cost  of  the 
general  Saint  Philip  beds.  The  State  Health  Department  is  requesting  the 
same  amount  for  the  cost  of  the  tuberculosis  beds.

For  a  Dormitory  and  Efficiency  Apartments 


$350,000 

The  College  is  now  virtually  without  dormitories,  except  for  student 
nurses.  Because  they  must  be  readily  available  during  the  late  afternoon 
and  at  night,  including  weekends,  it  is  important  that  more  students  be 
housed  in  the  College  area  as  required  for  hospital,  clinic,  and  emergency 
room  work. 

Small  apartments  to  house  married  students,  junior  faculty  members,  and 
especially  graduate  nurses  become  more  essential  each  year.  This  is  because 
more  students  are  married,  and  because  of  our  inability  to  hold  our  own 
graduates  for  faculty  and  staff  positions  because  of  inadequate  housing  in 
the  community  of  the  type  and  at  the  rental  required.  Nursing  shortages 
can  be  relieved  greatly  by  suitable  housing. 

This  housing  unit  can  be  built  on  a  bond  issue  provided  the  state  will 
make  available  $100,000  yet  needed  for  land  and  $350,000  towards  the  total 
room  and  apartment  cost.  Without  such  help,  room  and  apartment  charges 
would  be  prohibitive  for  students. 
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For  Physicians'  Offices  and  Special  Laboratories 

$2,927,800 

It  is  proposed  to  move  the  clinical  staff,  research  and  special  diagnostic  labora- 
tories and  the  patients  for  which  these  laboratories  exist,  to  a  building  on  the 
south  line  of  Marshall  Street,  between  11th  and  12th  Streets.  This  building  will 
be  connected  across  12th  Street  with  the  A.  D.  Williams  Memorial  Clinic. 

This  will  free  space  in  MCV  Hospital  for  105  new  beds  for  patients  and  will 
enlarge  materially  the  resources  of  the  college  for  housing  the  clinical  staff,  pa- 
tients under  special  study,  and  sorely  needed  room  for  the  fundamental  services 
of  pathology  and  clinical  pathology,  both  for  diagnosis  and  teaching  students. 

This  thirteen-story  building  with  connection  across  12th  Street  has  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $4,427,800,  including  $90,000  for  land  required,  $400,000  for  equip- 
ment, and  omitting  the  finish  on  four  floors  to  be  completed  later. 

Bonds  can  be  issued  for  $1,000,000  to  cover  about  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  the 
staff  doctors'  offices  and  it  is  hoped  that  $500,000  can  be  secured  from  Hill- 
Burton  funds.  An  appropriation  of  $2,927,800  from  the  state  for  student  labora- 
tories and  hospital  and  research  laboratories  will  launch  this  project. 

The  four  floors  allotted  for  doctors'  offices  in  the  plans  will  be  self  supporting. 
The  105  beds  for  patients  which  will  be  made  available  in  the  MCV  Hospital 
have  a  current  value  of  $1,500,000.  These  additional  beds  will  increase  revenues. 

Appropriating  funds  for  this  clinical  center  would  be  a  sound  financial  invest- 
ment for  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia.  It  would  also  be  a  forward  step  in  in- 
creasing the  services  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  to  the  citizens  of  the  state.

Twenty-Five  Years  A  Leader  and  Servant 


More  than  250  former  students  and 
members  of  the  staff  gathered  in  Baruch 
Auditorium  on  September  18  to  honor 
Dr.  H.  Hudnall  Ware,  Jr.  M'24,  professor 
of  obstetrics  and  of  gynecology,  for  his  25 
years  of  service  to  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia. 

Dr.  C.  L.  Riley  M'34  of  Winchester 
presided  over  the  ceremony,  which  was 
planned  by  Dr.  Ware's  ex-residents. 

Speakers  were  Dr.  Waverly  R.  Payne 
M'23  of  Newport  News,  who  represented 
the  Board  of  Visitors;  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger, 
MCV  president,  speaking  for  the  insti- 
tution; Dr.  John  B.  Truslow,  dean,  repre- 
senting the  school  of  medicine;  and  Dr. 
Frank  Payne,  a  member  of  the  hospital 
staff,  who  reviewed  obstetrical  statistics 
and  progress  which  has  been  made  during 
Dr.  Ware's  25  years  of  service. 


It  was  pointed  out  that  in  the  final  year 
of  1929-30  there  were  330  deliveries  at 
MCV.  Last  year  4,579  babies  were  born  at 
the  hospital.  During  this  period  Dr.  Ware 
has  seen  the  mortality  rate  for  infants  un- 
der one  year  decline  in  Virginia  from  75 
out  of  1,000  to  33  per  1,000,  while  the 
death  rate  for  mothers  in  childbirth 
dropped  from  eight  in  1,000  to  one  per 
1,000. 

During  the  program  it  was  announced 
that  a  scholarship  and  student  loan  fund 
is  to  be  established  in  Dr.  Ware's  honor. 

As  a  teacher  Dr.  Ware  has  lectured  on 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  to  every  student 
who  has  received  a  medical  degree  at 
MCV.  As  chairman  of  the  hospital's  de- 
partment of  obstetrics,  he  has  supervised 
the  work  of  approximately  30  specialists  in 
OB  and  GYN  who  have  taken  their  train- 
ing at  the  MCV  hospital. 

During  these  years  Dr.  Ware  has  also 
maintained  a  large  private  practice  in  Rich- 
mond. He  has  been  honored  with  the 
presidency  of  numerous  professional  or- 
ganizations including  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association,  the  Richmond  Academy  of 
Medicine,  the  Richmond  Obstetrical  and 


Gynecological  Society,  the  Virginia  League 
for  Planned  Parenthood,  the  Virginia 
Council  on  Family  Relations,  and  the 
South  Atlantic  Obstetrical  and  Gynecologi- 
cal Society. 

Excluding  maternal  health,  Dr.  Ware's 
primary  interest  seems  to  be  the  welfare  of 
his  Alma  Maters,  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  where  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  and  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  and  its  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. He  has  found  time  in  his  vigorous 
professional  schedule  to  work  effectively 
not  only  for  these  two  institutions,  but  for 
many  other  civic,  scientific,  and  educa- 
tional organizations  with  an  energy  that 
astonishes  his  younger  associates. 

To  Dr.  Ware  this  ceremony,  which 
marked  the  end  of  his  first  twenty-five 
years  of  association  at  MCV,  also  launched 
the  beginning  of  "at  least  another  twenty- 
five  years"  of  service  to  the  institution.  He 
has  already  volunteered  to  be  chairman  of 
his  fiftieth  class  reunion  in  1974  because 
he  plans  to  be  still  working  then.  And  one 
fact  is  certain — as  long  as  Dr.  Ware  is 
working,  he  will  be  serving  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.

Jonah  L.  Larrick 

Human  Engineer  With  Fishing  Pole 


After  thirty  years  of  working  behind  the 
scenes,  Jonah  Larrick  was  in  the  spotlight 
on  November  20,  when  many  of  his 
friends  among  the  students,  faculty  mem- 
bers, and  alumni  honored  him  in  Baruch 
Auditorium. 

In  appreciation  of  the  many  varied  and 
valuable  services  he  has  rendered  the  col- 
lege, Mr.  Larrick  was  presented  with  gifts 
and  was  praised  for  his  unselfish  work  by 
representatives  of  all  areas  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

Since  he  came  to  the  college  as  full 
time  Y.M.C.A.  secretary  in  1923,  it  has 
become  almost  traditional  that  any  job 
which  does  not  belong  specifically  to  some- 
one else  should  be  relegated  to  Mr.  Lar- 
rick, 

Actually  Mr.  Larrick  says  his  job  is  in 
the  field  of   "human   engineering."     Al- 


though the  primary  functions  of  his  office 
are  to  promote  sports,  to  encourage  church 
going,  and  to  encourage  wholesome  rec- 
reation, Mr.  Larrick  says  that  his  main 
work  is  fitting  in  and  helping  people.  The 
testimonials  given  during  the  ceremony  in 
his  honor  were  evidence  of  how  well  he 
has  succeeded  in  his  purposes. 

Mr.  Larrick  will  be  the  first  to  agree 
that  much  of  his  human  engineering  has 
been  done  with  a  fishing  pole.  Genera- 
tions of  students  have  accompanied  him 
to  the  pond  at  Camp  Richmond,  where  he 
holds  the  record  for  catching  the  biggest 
of  all  of  the  varieties  of  aquatic  life  found 
there,  including  eels.  Most  people  asso- 
ciate Jonah  with  the  whale,  but  genera- 
tions of  students  at  MCV  associate  Jonah 
with  a  string  of  bass.

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Out  on  the  pond,  Mr.  Larrick  says,  the 
boys  will  tell  you  what  they  are  thinking. 
When  students  and  alumni  ask  Mr.  Lar- 
rick to  take  them  fishing  it's  obvious  that 
among  other  things  they  are  thinking 
about  catching  fish.  Only  once  since  the 
Camp  Richmond  pond  was  acquired  by 
the  Y.M.C.A.  nearly  ten  years  ago  has  he 
come  back  from  a  fishing  expedition  emp- 
ty handed. 

Mr.  Larrick  became  a  fisherman  in 
France  when  he  did  rehabilitation  work 
after  World  War  I.  Fishing  contests  were 
part  of  the  recreation  programs  there,  and 
he  has  never  lost  his  love  for  the  hook 
and  line. 

Although  this  is  Mr.  Larrick's  thirtieth 
anniversary  at  MCV,  he  has  been  associ- 
ated with  the  "Y"  since  1908,  when  he 
was  elected  vice-president  of  the  student 
Y.M.C.A.  while  attending  prep  school  in 
Augusta  Springs.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  "Y"  cabinet  during  his  four  years  at 
Washington  and  Lee,  and  during  his  sen- 
ior year  he  became  the  part  time  "Y" 
secretary.  For  three  years  he  was  the  secre- 
tary at  the  University  of  Alabama.  From 
there  he  went  overseas  with  49  other 
workers  in  the  "Y"  at  the  request  of  the 
French  government.  After  five  years  in 
France,  Mr.  Larrick  began  his  long  service 
at  MCV.  For  what  he  has  meant  to  the 
college  since  then,  a  grateful  institution  on 
November  20  tried  to  say  "thank  you."

There  were  three  new  members  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia Board  of  Visitors  on  September  18. 
Two  of  Governor  John  S.  Battle's  recent 
appointments  to  the  Board  were  alumni, 
Dr.  J.  D.  Hagood  (M'13)  of  Clover,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Miss  Nora  Spencer  Hamner 
(N'l4)  of  Richmond.  The  third  was 
R.  F.  Burke  Steele,  Petersburg  banker. 

Robert  T.  Barton,  Richmond  attorney, 
and  Samuel  M.  Bemiss,  Richmond  busi- 
nessman, were  re-appointed  for  terms  of 
one  year. 

These  appointments  were  all  taken  by 
Governor  Battle  from  a  list  of  recommen- 
dations made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Alumni  Association. 

Dr.  Hagood,  whose  clinic  in  Clover  has 
received  wide  recognition  as  an  example  of 
solving  the  problems  of  providing  medical 
care  in  a  rural  area,  holds  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  General 
Medicine,  the  only  time  in  the  history  of 
the  school  that  this  has  been  awarded  at 
MCV.  In  1949  and  again  in  1950  he  was 
selected  by  the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia 
as  the  "General  Practitioner  of  the  Year." 

Since  1942  Dr.  Hagood  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Virginia  State  Senate  from 
the  Tenth  District. 

When  Miss  Hamner  became  the  first 
woman  ever  to  be  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  she  added  another  time  to  the 
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already  long  list  of  "firsts."  She  was  the 
first  woman  to  receive  an  honorary  degree 
from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  the 
first  woman  to  be  elected  president  of  the 
Southern  Tuberculosis  Conference  and  the 
first  nurse  to  receive  the  Nancy  Vance  Me- 
morial Award  made  each  year  to  the  out- 
standing nurse  in  Virginia. 

Miss  Hamner  is  executive  secretary  of 
the  Richmond  Tuberculosis  Association. 

R.  F.  Burke  Steele  is  president  of  the 
Petersburg  Savings  and  American  Trust 
Company. 

Three  alumni  were  already  serving  on 
the  Board,  Dr.  William  N.  Hodgkin 
(D'12),  Thomas  F.  Marshall  P'22,  and 
Dr.  Waverly  R.  Payne  M'23. 

Dr.  Hodgkin,  who  practices  dentistry  in 
Warrenton,  Virginia,  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. His  professional  honors  include 
the  presidency  of  the  Virginia  State  Den- 
tal Association,  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Examiners,  and  of  the 
American  College  of  Dentists.  He  has 
been  active  for  many  years  on  the  Council 
of  Dental  Education  of  the  American  Den- 
tal Association.  In  1941  Dr.  Hodgkin 
received  an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Science  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia. 

Marshall  has  operated  a  pharmacy  in 
Urbanna  since  1922.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  bank  in 
Urbanna  and  has  many  civic  interests.  His 
two  sons  are  also  graduates  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  School  of  Pharmacy. 

Dr.  Payne,  who  practices  gynecology  in 
Newport  News,  served  two  terms  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association.  He  is  still 
a  member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Payne  is  also  a  past  president  of  the 
Southern  Obstetrical  and  Gynecological 
Society,  the  Warwick  County  Medical  So- 
ciety, the  Virginia  Peninsula  Academy  of 


Medicine,  the  Virginia  Obstetrical  and 
Gynecological  Society,  and  the  Seaboard 
Medical  Society.

Honored 


May  16  was  Dr.  B.  C.  Shuler  Day  in 
Shenandoah,  Virginia  when  hundreds  of 
people  from  the  valley  and  the  mountains 
in  that  area  gathered  to  honor  the  physi- 
cian who  had  cared  for  them  for  fifty 
years.
